DUBLIN, March 16.—The treaty 
signed between Ireland and Great 
Britain gives Ireland the substance 
of freedom on this, the eve of St. Pat- 
rick’s day.

ing up her natural strength and se- 
curing the welfare of all her people. 
A year ago today Ireland was in the 
grip of a terror. That is now ended. 

On this eve of our national feast day 
we are happy to express to the Ameri- 
can people our appreciation of the 
great support which they have at all 
times given us, and which was so large- 
ly instrumental in bringing us the 
success we gained.

JOHANNESBURG, March 16.—The 
South African Red revolution has been 
definitely crushed. Gen. Smut’s forces 
are now thoroughly combing out the 
revolutionaries in Fordsburg and the 
adjoining districts of Svredorp, Brix- 
ton, and Bramfontein. The industrial 
federation’s executive committee has 
called off the general strike and com- 
pletely repudiated the rebelion. Mines 
are being reopened. 

The police have discovered volumin- 


; ous evidence of the existence of a bol- 


shevist plot to destroy the government 
It ia said the revelations will be aston- 
ishing 


An official statement issued by the 
defense headquarters at Pretoria today 
declared the revolution was entirely 
suppressed and except for a few men 
who had escaped capture by the gov- 
ernment forces all the revolutionaries 
were under arrest. More than 6,000 
prisoners are being held. 

Many Policemen Killed. 

Summarizing the events.since Fri- 
day last, the defense headquarters 
says the government forces suffered 
severely on Friday and Saturday by 
the attacks of the revolutionaries, es- 
pecially: in Benoni, East Rand, and 
Fordsburg, and that many police were 
killed and wounded, but that the gov- 
ernment had waited until sufficient 
troops had arrived before attacking 
the strong positions of the rebels. 

On Saturday the Reds burned down 
houses in Benon! and Boksburg, and 
police barracks in Fordsburg. At Brak- 
pan they brutally murdered a special 
constable after he had been forced to 
surrender.

This bill ds one of the products of the agrarian 
bloc In the senate which reflects the least credit 
upon that organization. 

The purpose of the bill is to increase the number 
of appointive members of the board by one man— 
presumably a dirt farmer. It tends to start a dan- 
gerous precedent. Not only does it break down 
the established system of having the bank handled 
by experts In the science of banking but !t opens 
the way for similar demand for representation by 
other classes besides the agricultural class. The 
building trades, the shop trades, the mining inter- 
ests, and the railroad interests have as clear a 
moral right to representation as the agricultural 
interests. But if each were represented the man- 
agement of the board would be chaotic. 

Banking is a highly trained profession. A dirt 
farmer is no better fitted to engage in it than he 
is to engage in the practice of the law. A demand 
that a place should be made on the board for a 
dirt farmer can be interpreted only as a political 
move by the agrarian bloc. 

The farmers’ interests are adequately protected 
on the board without such a specia! representative. 
There are plenty of bankers in this country who 
understand the farmers’ financial problems better 
than do the farmers themselves. There are bank- 
ers who do 95 per cent of their business with 
farmers. They are as anxious as the farmers

JUDGE AVERS HE 
PREFERS WOMEN 


TO MEN (ON JURY) 
“Can’t Mend Broken 
Homes.” 

In an address before the State Pro- 
bation Officers’ association at the Audi- 
torium hotel last night, Judge Arthur 
C. Fort of Woodford county said he 
was strongly in favor of women jurors 

in Juvenile court cases. 

“I want women in the jury box,” 


he said, “because they are better 


judges of what is best for children, 
which are the grist of the Juvenile 
court. Men always have regarded 
themselves as the natural protectors 
of women. In consequence their sym- 
pathies are always with the mother 
when the question of a child is before 
the court. Women, however, are the 
natural protectors of children. That’s 


why they should have something to} 


say when the question of breaking up 
a home is before the court.” 

Following the judge's address the 
question of the advisability of proba- 
ti officers attempting to patch up 
such broken homes was debated. 

“Homes Like Eggs.” 

“In one way the home is like an 
egg,” said Mrs. Florence Merrill, pro- 
bation officer at Peoria. ‘Once it is 
broken it can’t be put together again. 
I’ve tried it out scores of times and 
in all my experience I. have never 
known of a patched up home which 
endured.” 

The speakers united in urging that a 
“ uniform practices’ Juvenile court act 
be enacted as soon as possible. 


Rap Present Laws. 


“ At the present time there is no uni- 
form practice in Juvenile court cases in 
The 
only guides are conscience and the ad- 
vice of the probation officer. Under the 
present system it is often impossible 
for probation officials to operate be- 
cause the county supervisors refuse to 
appropriate funds to pay salaries. 

“To the average. supervisor it is 
much more important that money be 
voted to finance a farmers’ institute 
where the caré of hogs and cattle will 
discussed than to appropriate funds 
or the welfare of children.” ;
